an Infamous crimp; prohibiting the 
giving to the women who marry sol 
dlers after the soldiers become old 
•pensioners, and a different method of 
•examining applicants for pension. He 
stamps the present system as uncer- 
tain, expensive, 
unsatisfactory 
and 


generative of an enormous amount of 
political friction. 


Favors Civil Service. 


Mr. Ware suggests boards constitut- 


ed of experts under civil service rules, 
which should go from place to place 
on flxed days, giving 
examinations 


and receiving 
testimony 
regarding 


the condition of applicants, and mak- 
ing reports thereon, lie also recom- 
mends a law providing for superannu- 
ated clerks, vigorously urging some 
law of retirement and provision. Mr. 
"Ware says that the bureau has gained 
upon the current work 100,000 cases 
during the last two years.

•pension figures shows that the actual 
total of disbursements in pensions on
